In the January No. 1861; after giving an 
account of the positions, and aspects of the 
planets, inthe Map of the Heavens, taken for 
the time South Carclina Declared Her Inde- 

endence, I made these remarks :—“ What 
Norful omens are these? l tremble almost 
to attempt to unravel the signs of heaven, 
CIVIL WAR is portended, and I am afraid 
that things will be in an unsettled condition 
for some years. But Sooth Carolina will be 
the greatest sufferer, as she will be greatly in 
want of means to maintain her soldiers, and 
her people will ‘be very much. dissatisfied 
with the new government on ‘account of the 
high taxation. Bué we are of the opinion that 
the Union is broken never to be united again.” 


Then after making afew remarks concern 
ing the American Revolution breaking out, 


at the same time the planet Herschel entered 


the Sign Gemini, (whiċh Sign rules the U. 


S.) in 1775. And when that planet reached 


the 9th. degree of Gemini, which was on the 
4th. of July, 1776, the. Americans Declared 


their Independence. And when Herschel got 
out of Gemini, which was in the spring of 
1782, hostilities ceaséd between the two na 


tions. It take: the planet Herdthel 84 years 
to travel round the heavens. Herschel entered 
Gemini again in April, 1859; and when it 
reached the very same degree that it was in 
when the Americans Declared Their Inde- 
pendence, South Curslina Declared Her Ju- 
dependence. I then made these remarks :— 
“The Union has ;us¢ lasted One Revolulion 
of the Planet Herserel Round the heavens, 
aud until Herschel gets out of Gemini, which 
wll not be before July, 1805, T do not leok 
for any PEACE for this Country.”

ed them. ‘The Editor of “The New Yor 
Ledger,” in alluding to the large comet tha 
made usa visit in tna Fall of 1858; in f 
No. for the week ending September iltl 
he has the following paragraph : 

“We are soon to have a visit fromthe g 
comet of Charies V. It has already come witii 
the telescopes of the Paris astronomers. its fir 
abperance was in 1234, when it frightened th 
people half out of their senses. It disappeared 
on the 2nd day of October of that year: andi 
Pope Urban IV. died on that very day, a sto 
was at once started that his soul had beg 
carried od by the comet, from which fact 
thoroughly accredited theory of the catise off 
visit was deduced. Its next appearance wast 
1550, when it again caused great commotion,™ 
the people had not yet found out what harmle 
things these jack o lanterns of the skies ar 
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Pmiatters, to care about the rapid movements or 
long tails of these celestial rovers, In this fast 
age, comets are ‘oll fogies.’ ”? 

Harpers of New York, in their “Weekly” 
for Angust 4th, J86). after giving an 
account of the Remarkable Metévr that ap- 
peared in the evening of the 2002 of July, 
of that year, says: 

‘Tt is rather disheartening to think that, after 
all our studies, aud all our observatories, we 
know so little of such common phenomena as 
meteors; but when we reflect that, only a couple 
of hundred years ago, tlre appearance of the 
meteorof July 20th would have been followed 
by general alarin, and that people throughout 
the conntry would have regarded it as the Tore- 
runner of pestilence, war, or famine, it will be 
perceived that the world has moved after all.”’ 

The same authors in their “Weekly” for 
July 20th, 1861, in speaking of the comet 
thatis just leaving us, makes use of this lan- 
guage :— 

“ The comet is a very splendid stranger ; and 
in other ages would have been regarded at this 
enech as the visable genius ofwarand confusion. 
Of all the celestial phenomena, comets have al- 
ways been considered the most portentous. PBe- 
fore science had seized and scrutinized them, 
they po:tended dreadful events, or foreshadowed 
great changes.” 

We have yet to learn that science has ever 
been able to alter the laws of nature, or pre- 
vent causes from producing effects. Did Sir 
Isaac Newton, when he discovered the laws 
of gravitation, prevent the Sun from causing 
the differant seasons of the year, such as 
summer and winter, &c.; or the attraction 
of the Moon from giving rise to the ebbing 
and flowing ofthe tides. Perhaps, Harpers 
willsay, that we understand attraction now, 
and know the laws by which the Moon causes 
the tides to ebb and flow, and the Sun to 
produce ths changing seasons. But not so 
with the comets foreshadowing great changes. 

Before the laws of gravitation were un- 
derstood, our forefathers had noticed certain 
factsin nature. They had noticed that there 
was a certain sympathy ofthe tides with the 
phases of the Moon, and ofthe seasons of 
the year with the altitudes and positions of 
the Sun. They had likewise noticed that 
after the appearance of remarkable comets, 
meteors, &2., that great changes took place. 
And becanse we have not yet arrived at that 

tatė of knowledge so as to understand the 
Jaws by which Remarkable Comets, when 
they transit through our Solar System, prc- 
uce those ereat! changes, like we understand 
she laws of i ttraction is it wisdom on our 
art to de 
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those of us who may Live through it, will fia | 
(out that, the great comet of 1858 end the 
brilliant wetcor of 1869, also this comet 
which is just disappearing, foreshadowed oe 
porcended those great calamities which are 
now taking place on this continent. 

In the Vhilade'phia + Public Leleer” for 
Saturday July 27th, 1361, may be fuundt 
following paragraph. 
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The present comet, which is now scarcely to 
be discerned from an ordinery star as it mores 
along the tail of the Great Bear, is not only sin- 
gular in respect to its sudden and unheralded 
appearance, but it has confused all the theories 
of the philosophers in respect to comets, aml 
there have been nearly as many theorics as ob- 
served comets. M. Levener, the distinguished 
astronomer, has heen puzzling his brains over it, 
but he is obliged to confessthat all the “‘cireum- 
stances observed ofitare calculated to introduce 
great complications iuto the theory of comets.” 
He is positive that it is not the Charies V comet, 
and morever like none yet seen. He does nut 
know whether it is periodical or not. Appear- 
ances are asainst its return, for the orbit is 
nearly perpendicular tothe plane ofthe eclipzi-+, 
while those ofthe periodical comets usually forn 
avery small angle with the plane. Instalo? 
its being hollow like the halfofan exe shell, lize 
most of the comets already observed. it pro- 
sents the appearance of a sun compose of it. - 
works, the bent rays of which burn in the sime 
sense. Morever, the comet has not drawn n-ar 
to the sun. From all this we infer that astron- 
omers know very little more about comets than 
unscientific observers, but, being astronomers, 
they may put forth any theory they please with- 
out being langhed at. This is one great privilege 
of learning. 

After suck confessions as these, “ that 
astronomers know very little more about 
comets than unscientific observers,” and what 
little they do know eonsists of theories in- 
stead of facts, “but being astronomers they 
may put forth any theory they please with- 
our being laughed at,” “and there have been 
nearly as many theoriesas observed comets.”
